PROSECUTION RESTS 
AFTER INTRODUCTION 
OF INNESES’ LETTERS 


Anonymous Note to Elois 
Dennis Put Before Jury. 
All Documentary Evidence 
in Case Put in Hands of 
Defense, Following Judge 
Hines’ Request. 


Victor Innes is expected to take the 
stand in his defense some time today, 
following the conclusion of the prose- 
cution yesterday afternoon at 5:20 
o'clock when Solicitor Dorsey 
triumphed in submitting to the court 
and jury extracts from letters writ- 
ten by Mr. and Mrs. Innes and indi- 
cating their alleged conspiracy to de- 
fraud Mrs. Elois Nelms Dennis. 

Counsel for the defense stated last 
night that they were undecided as ‘to 
their exact line of procedure this 
morning—whether or not to summon 
witnesses. Judge J. K. Hines, senior 
counsel, was in long distance commu- 
nication until a late hour with C. G. 
McGranie, of Jacksonville, Fla., a for- 
mer Atlantan, who has advised the 
Innes lawyers that he saw both Elois 
Dennis and her sister, Beatrice Nelms, 
in the far northwest in 1915. 

McGranie states in a letter that he 
was personally. acquainted with the 
missing girls, and that he has with- 
held the fact of having seen them un- 
til this date because of the convinc- 
ing reasons, he‘says, they gave him for 
asking him togkeep silent. These rea- 
sons, he writes, he is now ready and 
willing to divulge. 

MAY USE 
WITNESS. 

It is possible that McGranie will be 
hurried to Atlahta to take the stand 
in behalf of the prisoner. Judge Hines 
stated this last night to a reporter for 
The Constitution. “I am inclined to 
put eredence in the man,” he said, 
“and we are 
bringing him to the stand.” 

Judge Hines stated that he and his 
colleagues were undecided regarding 
the question of. presenting testimony. 
They have a number of witnesses 
available, he said, some of whom might 
be used in effort to impeach certain 
witnesses of the prosecution. Others, 
he stated, were prepared to give evi- 
dence having a direct bearing in op- 
position to testimony produced by the 
state. 

He would not, however, disclose the 
identities of any of the proposed wit- 
nesses, neither would he give the na- 
ture of their -testimony. It is possi- 
ble that the defense will consist main- 
ly of the statement of Innes, the de- 
fendant. In addition, though, would 
be an attack upon some of the docu- 
mentary evidence submitted by the 
state. 

Judge Hines requested the court 
Friday afternoon to order the state 
to turn over to the defense all docu- 
melitary evidence that had been given 
to the jury. This was done, and the 
letters, photographs and other papers 
damaging to Innes last night” Were in 
the possession of his counsel. 


DEFENSE 
LOSES. 


A move by the defense to eliminate 
one of the points in the indictment 
against Innes on the ground that it 
was superfluous, was overruled by 
Judge Hill at the end of Friday’s ses- 
sion, when Judge John S. Candler, as- 
sociate counsel, delivered a lengthy arr 
gument that went unopposed by the 
prosecution. 

Judge Candler charged that the 
fourth count was based on a section 
of the penal code that inflicted a 
milder punishment for the offense of 
larceny after trust than the preceding 
three counts, in that it dealt with the 
kind of larceny that could be exempted 
by repayment of the sum misapplied. 

In denying the motion, Judge Hill 
said that the indictment, in whole, in- 
volved larceny after trust, and that it 
meant for only three things to be 
shown, namely availment, the purpose 
of availment and fraudulent conver- 
@ion. He recalléd that he had previ- 
ously ruled that no demand, in Innes’ 
case, Was necessary. 

The admission of the letters, tele- 
grams and notes said to have been 
written by the inneses was considered 
a big victory for the state. The intro- 
duction of each of these documents 
was opposed by the defense. They 
were letters to the son of Mrs. Innes, 
Paul Harbour, of Portland; to the 
daughter, Mrs. Louise Wood, of Devine,

VAST SUM LEAVING 
ATLANTA THIS YEAR 
T0 PURCHASE BOOZE 


1,100 Packages of Liquor 
Delivered at Southern Ex- 
press Company’s Office on 
Last Saturday. 


According to figures obtainable at 
the “liquor house” of the Southern Ex- 
press company, on West Hunter street, 
it appears Atlanta alone is sending out 
of Georgia approximately $164,000 per 
month for liquor now, and if the aver- 
age of 15,000 packages delivered per 
week, upon which this estimate is 
based continues, will in the course of 
a year have sent into Tennessee or 
some other states about $1,944,000. 

This appears to be the amount of 
money which Atlanta alone is spend- 
ing in other states for liquor, and 
does not take into consideration the 
amounts that are being spent in other 
cities of the state and the rural sec- 
tions.

company’s liquor house show that on | 


last Saturday the total number of pack- 
ages delivered was 1,100. The total 
number of packages for last week was 
12,000. 

The figures this week have steadily 
climbed, and indications are that this 
week will see a total of 15,000 pack- 
ages of liquor delivered. 

Practically all of these packages are 
of whisky, and comparatively little 
beer is being received in Aflanta. The 
vast bulk of the packages of whisky 
are to the full limit of the law, which 
is two quarts. 

The average cost of a quart of 
whisky is $1.35. The figures already 
set forth are based upon this average 
cost and a weekly delivery of 15,000 
packages.

Councilman Also Promises 
to Introduce Ordinance in 
Council Monday to Bar All 
Venders of Ice Cream From 
Streets. 


An ordinance to bar all venders of 
ice cream from the streets of the city 
and another ordinance to instill some 
activity into the movements of mes- 
senger boys who have druggist pre- 
scriptions to deliver will be intro- 
duced in council at its meeting Mon- 
day by Councilman Woodall, who has 
already stated that he intcnds to offer 
for passage an ordinance abolishing 
all pool rooms. This announcement 
was made at the meeting of the tax 
committee of council Friday. 

The councilman said he had been 
requested to offer both ordinances by 
citizens and druggists. “There is no 
doubt,” he said, “about the ice cream 
vender, who sells his goods from the 
small cart. being a menace to the 
health of the community. And I have 
been informed that messenger boys, 
employed by the public service in the 
city and hired by the druggists to 
carry out prescriptions on order, are 
very dilatory in their movements. I 
am informed that it is sometimes an 
hour from the time the order is given 
to the boy before it is received at the 
destination.’”’ 

Seeking to Raise Income. 

The tax committee is making vigor- 
ous efforts to- bring the income of the 
city up to the total of last year, when 
the near beer licenses were paid. 

The committee took up the question 
of raising the tax on soft drinks, but 
found that the crervices of the city 
attorney were needed before any move 
in the matter could be made. The 
meeting adjourned, after going 
through the tax ordinance of last year, 
to mect again Saturday morning» at 
10 o’clock, when the city attorney will 
be present. 

The committee will take under spe- 
cial consideration section 9 of the pres- 
ent tax ordinance, which specifies that 
manufacturers of soft drinks shall pay 
a license as follows: 

“Where the gross annual sales of the 
company are not more than $50,000, $50. 
Where the gross annnual sales are 
more than $50,000, $60, plus $1 addi- 
tional for each $1,000 over $59,000. No 
license shall exceed $200. 


Bottling works for soft @rinks shall 


pay a license as followg: Where the 
gross annual sales are not more than 
$50,000 a tax of $50. Where the gross 
annual sales are more than $50,000 the 
tax shall be the same as stated for 
manufacturing plants.” 

Higher Tax on Movies. 


The committee raised the rates on 
motion picture shows. The rate of 
$100 for each picture house’ was 
changed to a sliding scale of $100 for 
5-cent houses, $200 for 10-cent houses 
and $300 for houses charging more 
than 10 cents. 

Film distributors will have to pay 
a tax of $100 in the future, their 
license being raised from $50, on those 
doing a business above $8,000 and $200 
for those above that amount.

DARK HORSE TO BE USED 
AS A VERY LAST RESORT 


Meanwhile, Supporters of 
Hughes Claim He Will Be 
Nominated at Early Stage, 
and Friends of Roosevelt 
Are Equally Confident. 


Chicago, June 2.—There were numer- 
ous conferences between party leaders 
today, but so far as could be learned 
no agreement on candidates was reach- 
ed, and there was no development that 
accurately indicated which candidate is 
likely to be nominated for president by 
the republican national convention. To- 
night the outcome seems as much in 
doubt as ever. 

While on the surface the fight ap- 
pears to be ‘between Roosevelt and 
Hughes or Roosevelt against the field, 
there was a marked increase in activ- 
ity at the headquarters of the various 
“favorite son” candidates. Managers of 
the Root, Weeks, Burton, Fairbanks 
and Sherman booms insisted that their 
candidates would remain in the fight 
until the end. They declared, after tab- 
ulating the vote claimed for Roosevelt, 
that the successful candidate would 
either be one of the “favorite sons” or 
a dark horse. _@ 

Plan of Old Guard Leaders. 

The plan of the old organization 
leaders is said to be to try and win 
first with Root and if they failiin this 
effort, to give Burton, Weeks, Fair- 
banks and Sherman a try-out in the or- 
der named. Infthe event of failing to 
put over any 6f these, the plan is to 
try and win with a dark horse, accord- 
ing to reports. Senator Harding, of 
Ohio, and Governor McCall, of Massa- 
chusetts, were mentioned as dark horse 
possibilities. 

Friends of Roosevelt claim he will 
win after the formality of giving the 
“favorite son” candidates a complimen- 
tary vote has been disposed of, ‘whfie 
Hughes’ supporters declared their can- 
didaté would be nominated early in the 
‘proceedings. | 

Frank H. Hitchcock expressed the 
opinion that Hughes will be the choice 
of the convention. Friends of Hughes 
expressed satisfactton with the ded 
sions thus far made by the national 
committee in the hearing of contests. 

While there will be no Hughes head- 
quarters in Chicago and no formal or- 
ganization to work in his behalf, it is 
said the active direction of the cam- 
paign will be undertaken by Governor 
Whitman, of New York; Senator Smoot, 
Frank Hitchcock and Senator Borah. 

Conference Committees Suggested. 

There was a suggestion today that 
committees be appointed by the repub- 
licans and progressives to confer in 
an effort to decide on a candidate ac- 
ceptable to both sides, but George W. 
Perkins, chairman of the executive 
committee of the progressive party, 
said he had not heard of the plan. 

‘In our statement, issued in Janu- 
ary, we made the first advance in the 
interest of harmony, and we think it 
is up to the republicans to make the 
next move,’ Mr. Perkins said. “Of 
course, we are for Roosevelt, and we 
think we have unanswerable argu- 
ments why he should be named by the 
republicans. We are willing to confer 
with the republicans on the question, 
and if they wiil not accept him and sug- 
gest another man we are willing to talk 
about it. We do not know what the 
republicans will do at their conven- 
tion, but we do know that the people 
want to vote for Roosevelt for presi- 
dent next November.” 

Mr. Perkins denied that he or the 
progressive party’s @xecutive committee 
are paying the expenses of the dele- 
gates to the progressive national con- 
vention. 

“Every delegate to our convention is 
paying his own expenses.” 

Senator Harding, temporary chairman 
of the republican convention, may be 
the permanent chairman of the gather- 
ing, aecording to a plan discussed by 
party leaders today. Senator Suther- 
land, of Utah, is the only other name 
mentioned for the place thus far. 

Senator Henry Cabot Lodge, of Mas- 
sachusetts, is said to be slated for 
chairman of the committee on resolu- 
tions, which will draft the party plat- 
form. 

George von L. Meyer, in charge of 
the Roosevelt republican headquarters, 
issued a statement denying that any 
attempt.will be made to use the Chi- 
cago preparedness parade tomorrow in 
the interest of Roosevelt. 

United States Senator Penrose, of 
Pennsylvania, was among the promi- 
nent arrivals of the day, and his quar- 
ters were soon the meeting place of 
prominent republicans from different 
parts of the country. 

Penrose’s Mind Open. 

After all-day conferences Senator 
Penrose said he was still of an open 
mind with regard to whom he will 
finally support for president. 

Senator Penrose was asked if, in the 
event of favorite sons being elimi- 
nated, and he found the drift of senti- 
ment for either Hughes or Roosevelt, 
he would support either of them. 

“Such a situation,” he replied, ‘‘would 
have great weight with me,” 

‘“Then you would support Roosevelt 


if you found he were the stronger?” 


“All I can say is that I came here 
neither for nor against any candidate. 
In Pennsylvania we _ fought 
straight, open fight and the people 
there decided to send a large unin- 
structed delegation.” 

The Pennsylvania delegation 
seventy-six will be split among at 
least four candidates, the senator said. 
Philander C. Knox, he added, would 
receive the votes of the greater num- 
ber of delegates. 

Governor Brumbaugh would et 
about twenty-five votes, about five 
would vote for Roosevelt and some for 
Hughes. As for himself, he said, he 
did not know who he would vote for

TENNESSEE ENTERS 
THE DUGKTOWN CASE 


Intervention Seeks to Nullify 
Completely Every Victory 
Georgia Has Won in Long 
Legal Battle. 


The most serious aspect of the liti- 
gation between the state of Georgia 
and the Ducktown Sulphur, Copper and 
Iron company, Ltd., which has come 
up since the origin of the litigation in 
1906, developed yesterday when the 
state of Tennessee served notice upon 
Attorney General Clifford Walker. 
Georgia, of intention to file an inter- 
vention in the United States supreme 
court which would nullify the decree 
which the state of Georgia has receiv- 
ed from the high court, and would dis- 
count completely every victory which 
this state has won in this long legal 
battle. 

Following the receipt of this notice 
Attorneys J. A. Drake and Lamar Hill, 
special counsel for the state and act- 
ing for the attorney general, have 
drawn an 
setting up that the state of Georgia 
has already received a final decree from 
the court against the copper company, 
and that the state of Tennessee stands 
upon no higher legal ground that one 
of its citizens, which, in this case, is 
the copper company. The attorneys for 
Georgia also claim that if the state of 
Tennessee ever had any right to inter- 
vene, it has forfeited such right by rea- 
son of the fact that it has waited until 
the court has handed down a final de- 
cree before taking anv action in the 
matter. 

The hearing will be had in December 
of this year.

Only Five of the Johnson or 
Blun Delegates Seated by 
G. O. P. Committee—Geor- 
gia G. O. P. Politics Bared. 


Chicago, June 2.—(Special.)—The 
Jackson wing of the republican party 
in Georgia has won out in the contest 
over delegates before the national com- 
mittee. The committee voted to seat 12 
Jackson delegates out of a total of 17. 
The case was closed tonight. 

The Walter Johnson delegation was 
represented in the arguments before 
the committee by three New York, one 
Richmond, one Washington and three 
Georgia lawyers. The Jackson delega- 
tion was represented by Senator Pick- 
ett, of Jasper, and Henry Lincoln John- 
son and Henry O. Jackson. 

Georgia G. O. P. Politics Bared. 

Chicago, June 2.—Plans of the re- 
publican national committeeman for a 
speedy conclusion of the delegate con- 
tests pending before it were blocked to- ! 
day by a mass of evidence and argu- 
ment presented from the congressional] | 
districts of Georgia, in each of which; 
there is a contest. 

The committee’s action yesterday in 
seating the four Jackson delegates-at- 
large from Georgia credited with fa- 
voring the candidacy of EFlihu Root, 
which it was believed presaged a simi- 
lar disposal of the district contests, did 
not result as expected. Several dele- 
gates of the opposing, or Henry Blun 
faction, who were suid to be ready to 
vote for Justice Hughes, were seated | 
by the committee in a ten-hour session 
in which Georgia politics from precinct 
to congressional districts were bared. 

The result in the first nine districts | 
heard were: 

First district—B. W. 8. Daniels, Jack- 
son faction, seated.

Test of Regularity Applied. 

The committee worked without a re- 
cess through the day and a night ses- 
sion was announced. 

As a step toward reducing the num- 
ber of contests from the southern 
states, Committeeman R, B. Howell, of 
Nebraska, in the discussion which fol- 
lowed the presentation of the First dis- 
trict contest, urged that the test of 
regularity be applied to every contest. 

His attitude was seconded by Senator 
Smoot, who insisted that the test of 
the standing of contesting delegates 
should be whether all steps taken in his 
action were regular and in accord with 
the state and party laws. 

This stand did much to prolong the 
hearing of the several contests, as each 
contestant argued that his selection 
was regular in every particular, and 
details of the selection of precinct com- 
mitteemen and district convention dele- 
gates were presented. 

Stories of bolted conventions, of ir- 
regular calls and of the substitution 
of irregularly named delegates were 
laid before the committee. One dele- 
egate pleaded with the committee to 
seat him so that “there might be a rea] 
repubHecan party” in his district. 

Seventh District Fight. 

Charges of irregularity in the sev> 
enth Georgia district were so pro- 
nounced on both sides tnuat Senator 
Smoot suggested that both delegations 
be thrown out. 

H. L. Remmel, Arkansas committee- 
man, protested that such a proceeding 
would be an injustice, and after further 
discussion the Blun delegates were 
seated. 

In the tenth district the contestants 
asserted that their district convention 
delegates had been barred from the hall 
by the district chairman. In his three- 
hour absence the Blun faction asserted 
they entered the . hall, organized the 
convention and elected their national 
convention delegate. 

After hearing both sides, the Jack- 
son delegate, C. T. Walker, the candi- 
date of the district chairman, was 
seated. ; 

The Jackson and the Blun factions 
split even in the fight in the eleventh 
and the twelfth districts of Georgia. 
H. Cc. Scarlet, of the Jackson faction, 
was seated as the delegate from the 
former over R. A, Griffin and S. S. 
Minsey, of the Blun faction, was seated 
as the delegate from the latter over 
B. F. Allen. 

Decision of the contest in the fifth 
Georgia district was put over until the 
end of the hearing to give time to ob- 
tain additional evidence.

Austrian Wedding Law 
Extended to Marriages 
Outside of the Empire 


Berlin, June 2.—(Via London.)—The 
Austrian supreme court has decided . 
that the law prohibiting marriages be- 
tween Christians and non-Christians 
applies to marriages contracted outside 
Austria. The court held invalid the 
marriage of Count Rudolf Schirding 
and a protestant woman of Berlin. 

The count left the Roman Catholic | 
church in 1913 and was married here’ 
in August, 1914. In the following Oc- | 
tober he returned to the Catholic faith. | 
The lower courts held that the mar-! 
riage was invalid and this decision now 
is sustained bv the supreme court. 

Under the Austrian law, non-Chris- 
tians may marry Jews, but not Cath- 
olics or Protestants,

Action the German Ships 
Retreated—News of the 
British Losses Causes a 
Painful Shock to the Lon- 
don Public — In Some 
Quarters It Is Believed 
British Fleet Was Lured 
Into Mine Field. 


London, June 38.—Picking its way 


from its base in the Kiel canal, the 
German high sea fleet on Wednesday 
afternoon emerged into the North sea 
and off the coast of Jutland engaged 
a British fleet through the afternoon 
and night in what probably was the 
greatest naval battle in the world’s 
history, so far as tonnage engaged and 


tonnage destroyed was concerned. 
When the battle ended Great Britain 
had lost the battle crufsers (uecn 
Mary, Indefatigable and _ Invincible, 
the cruisers Defence, Black Prince and 
Warrior and eight torpedo (oat de- 
stroyers, while the German battleship 
Pommern had been sent to the bottom 
bv a torpedo and the cruiser Wiesbaden 
sunk by the British gunfire. In addi- 
tion several torpedo craft were miss- 
ing and the small cruiser Freuenlob 
had last been seen badly listed, and 
was believed to have gong to the bot- 
tom. These losses have all been ad- 
mitted by Great Britain and Germany,

losses, Germany claims that the Brit- 
ish battleship Warspite, sister ship of 
the Queen Elizabeth, and one of the 
largest and most powerful ships afloat,

In 1907 the United States supreme 
court handed down a decree giving the 
state of Georgia, as a sovereign, the 
right permanently to enjoin the com- 
panies and close them down. Upon 
representations from both companies 
that they could abate the nuisance 
without being closed down, by the in- 
stallation of acid chambers, which 
would take up the sulphuric acid, the 
attorney general of Georgia agreed to 
continue the case in court without ex- 
ercising the rights given the state un- 
der the decree. ° 


Action by Legislature. 


The case ‘was, under this agreement, 
continued from time to time until, in 
1913, the legislature authorized the at- 
torney general and the governor of 
Georgia to enter into a_e stipulation 
with the two companies whereby the 
companies would curtail their output 
during the growing season, from April 
to *October, and place an inspector in 
the plants of the companies to see 
that the stipulations were lived up to. 
This stipulation also provided for an 
indemnity fund to be deposited with 
the state of Georgia for an® incidental 
damage that might arise, and a board 
of arbitration was created to determine 
the extend of such damages. 

To this stipulation the Tennessee 
Copper company agreed, but the Duck- 
town Sulphur, Copper and Iron com- 
pany, Ltd., declined to enter into this 
agreement. 

‘In 1914, the state of Georgia pro- 
ceeded against the Ducktown company, 
upon their tefusal to enter into the 
agreement, and, in April, 1915, got a 
decree from the United States supreme

The stipulation in the case of the 
Tennessee company, which limited the 
company to the use of two furnaces 
only during the growing season and 
to allow themselves to be inspected, 
expires next October. The citizens

London, June 2.—Again the Germans 
have tried, but ineffectually, to breach 
the French line near Fort Vaux, orth- 
east of Verdun. In fighting Charac- 
terized by Paris as having been of un- 
precedented violence, the Germans 
threw attack after attack against the 
French line, but the French guns and 
machine guns tore great holes in their 
ranks and threw them back. In addi- 
tion reinforcing battalions were caught 
by the French guns as they essayed to 


throw themselves into the fray and 
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were forced to retreat in disorder 
northeastward upon Dieppe. 

At one point, however, in the sector 
of Damloup, east of Fort Vaux, the 
Germans captured a portion of the vil- 
lage, the other parts of which are oc- 
cupied by the French. To the west of 
the Meuse around Hill 304 and Le Mort 
Homme, both sides ,are engaged in 
heavy artillery duels. 

On the Russian front the Germans 
again have brought the Ikskull bridge- 
head under bombardment and at several 
other points along the line are using 
their big guns against the Russtans. 


An infantry attack near New Zelbourg 


was put down by the Russians. 

Rome réports desperate fighting be- 
tween the Austrians and Italians be- 
tween the Adige and Brenta rivers. 
Along the Posina and southeast of Ar- 
siero attacks were repulsed with heavy 
casualties. Bombardments predominate 
along the greater part of the remain- 
der of the front. 

Constantinople says the Russian cen- 


ter in the Caucasus region has been 


forced to retire’twenty kilometers in 
the face of Turkish attacks, and that 
the Turks repulsed a surprise attack 
on the Turkish left wing. 


FRENCH REPULSE 
GERMAN ATTACKS. 


Paris, June 2.—The war office com- 


munication tonight reads: 

“On the left bank of the Meuse there 
has been great activity on the part 
of-the two artilleries in the sector of 
Hill 304 and between Le Mort Homme 
and the Meuse. 

“On the right bank of the Meuse the 
Germans attempted against our posi- 
tions between the Vaux pond and the 
village of Damloup a powerful of- 
fensive action, which lasted the whole 
of the day. Continuous attacks, car- 
ried out by compact masses, followed 
one another in this region, The magnifi- 
cent resistance of our troops with- 
stood the efforts of the enemy. 

“To the west of Fort Vaux our coun- 
ter attacks against every German at- 
tack stopped all progress by our ad- 
versary in front of the Vaux fort, 
which the Germans were bent on car- 
rying at any price the fighting reaching 
umprecedented violence. The attack

“The erman masses which were 
coming to reinforce the battalions en- 


gaged in the fighting were caught’ un- 
der the fire of our heavy batteries.

“In the sector of Damloup, at the 
foot of the Cote de Meuse, the enemy 
succeeded in penetrating a village, the 
largest part of which is in our hands. 
The artillery fighting continues very 
violent on the whole of the right bank 
of the Meuse.”

“In the Argonne there has been fight- 
ing with hand grenades in the Vauquois 
section at Courtes Chausseez and Fille 
Morte.

On our right 
all the attacks directed upon the sec- 
tor between Vaux and Damloup were 
broken by the counter resistance of our 
troops, who inflicted very heavy losses 
upon the enemy. 

“In the course of this fighting the 
artillery fire reached an exceptional de- 
gree of violence and continued along 
all the front attacked.

RUSSIANS CHECK 
GERMAN OFFENSIVE. 


Petrograd, June 2.—(Via London.) 
The following official communication 
was issued today: 

K: my artillery has’ repeatedly 
bombarded the _ Ikskull bridgehead. 
Thursday morning the Germans sud- 
denly opened fire with all arms— 
heavy and light guns, machine guns, 
bomb throwers and rifles—on the sec- 
tor south of New Selboqurg (northwest 
of Jacobstadt). Under cover of this 
fire the enemy debouched three times 
from his trenches, but on each oc- 
casion, after passing his entangle- 
ments, was thrown back into ~his 
trenches by our fire.

The four negative 
votes were cast by Representative 
Browning, New Jersey, and Graham, 
Pennsylvania, republicans; Randall,

With the passage of the bill the 
house completed the major portion of 
its share in the preparedness program. 
Of the three bills carrying the impor- 
tant provisions of the program—the 
army, naval and fortification measures 
—only the last named remains to ‘be 
considered. It probably will be taken 
up in the house after the national con- 
vention, while the senate is debating 
the naval bill. 

Twenty-five democrats voted with 
the republicans today for the motion to 
recommit and increase the building 
program and there were indications 
tonight that the proposal to provide 
for at least two battleships would find 
strong support among democrats in the 
senate. The two dreadnaughts recom- 
mended by Secretary Daniels were 
stricken out of the bill by the house 
committee and an _ additional battle 
cruiser substituted as a compromise to 
meet the demands of the so-called little 
navy men. 

Over 840,000,000 Added. 


Although the house voted down most 
of the recommendations of a minority 
report submitted by républican mem- 
bers of the committee, increases total- 
ling more than $40,000,000 were added 
to the committee measure. Of this, $22,- 
000,000 covers an amendment adopted 


increasing the number of submarines 
authorized to fifty. The committee had 
recommended only twenty. Other pro- 
visions added during debate carry $11,-

GEORGIA LAWYERS 


Judge Adams Addresses the 

Convention on Lynching. 
Judge Hammond Would 
Abolish Grand Juries. 


Savannah, Ga., June 2.—(Special.)— 
W. H. Barrett, of Augusta, was today 
elected president of the Georgia Bar 
association. The other officers elected 
follow: First vice president, R. J. 
Hofmayer, Albany; second vice presi- 
dent, W. H. Burwell, Sparta; third vice 
president, Judge A. W. Cozart, Colum- 
bus; fourth vice president, Millard 
Reese, Brunswick; fifth vice president, 
John R. L. Smith, Macon; secretary, 
O. A. Park, Macon; assistant secretary, 
H. 8. Strozier, Macon; treasurer, Z. D. 
Harrison, Atlanta; executive commit- 
tee, Shepard Bryan, Atlanta, chairman; 
H. F. Lawson, Hawkineville; W. W. 
Douglass, Savannah; H. J. Fullbright, 
Waynesboro. 

The president, secretary and treas- 
urer are ex-officio members of the 
committee. 

Judge Samuel B. Adams, of Savan- 
nah, addressed the convention this aft- 
ernoon on “Lynching and the Remedy.” 
To the tendency of some newspapers 
to extenuate the lynching evil, the tol- 
erant disposition of the public and a 
deplorable lack of respect for the law 
was ascribed Georgia's black record. 

He appealed for such respect for the 
dignity of law as will eliminate the 
mob apirit. No crime is sufficient to 
excuse a lynching, he declared. 

Would Abolish Grand Juries. 

Judge Henry C. Hammond, of Au- 
gusta, addressing the convehtion dur- 
ing the course of a symposium of “In- 
teresting and Humorous Experiences 
at the Bar,’’ declared grand juries to 
be an abominable feature of the ju- 
dicial system. 

“They have no place in our state and 
they should be done away with,” he 
declared. “I never knew a grand jury 
to accomplish ,anything worth while. 
Other states have abolished them. We 
would do well to follow their exam- 
ple.” 

His references to grand juries were 
enthusiastically received. 

The annual address by Hampton L. 
Carson, lawyer, author and orator of 
Philadelphia, a history of the Georgia 
supreme court by Z. D. Harrison, of At- 
lanta, clerk of the court, and a paper 
termed by its author, Robert C. Alston, 


of Atlanta, “Concerning Lynching,” 
were three greatly enjoyed features 
These addresses, each of con- 


siderable length, were delivered during 
the morning session and before an au- 
dience considerably larger than that 
of the opening day. The talks of Mr. 
Carson and Mr. Harrison were espe- 
cially interesting in that they delved 


ay. 

Mr. Alston’s paper was on the* one} 
topic that has been greatly in evidence 
during the convention, lyinching. 

Court Overworked. 


The morning session was called to 
order by Presi@ent George W. Owens 
and Mr. Harrison introduced. His sub- 
ject on the program was “Remini- 
scences of the Superior Court,” but in 
opening he explained that as humor 
had been omitted from his makeup 
and that he did not feel able to stick 
to the set subject, he had prepared a 
sketch of the court from its origin un- 
til today. 

Mr. Harrison brought his paper to a 
close with a plea for the relief of the 
court, which he explained during his 
discourse, giving specific instances as 
examples, was Overworked. He sug- 
gested that the members of the bar do 
all in their power to make the work 
of the justices lighter. The speaker, 
in his paper, pointed out how four 
jurists that had occupied the supreme 
court bench had One to their death 
from the effects of Overwork and how 
overwork has caused the resignations 
of fourteen others. 

Mr. Harrison, in sketching the jus- 
tices that during the time had formed 
part of the court, began with Joseph 
Henry Lumpkin, Hiram Warner and 
Bugenius A. Nisbet, the three called to 
the bench when the court was estab- 
lished by an amendment to the consti- 
tution of 1798 by legislative act in 
1842 and 1843. On down the line he 
took up each justice separately, telling 
of the service of ¢ach and quoting 
many decisions by which their ability 
and characteristics had been demon- 
strated. Mr. Harrison also read a short 
paper in which ne related how he had 
become clerk of the court. After the 
reorganization of the court in 1868 dur- 
ing the reconstruction period, Mr. Har- 
rison said he was offered the position 
of deputy clerk and given an hour in 
which to consider it. ufing this hour, 
he explained, he took the step that 
meant so much during his life. He de- 
clared that he never remembered the 
cle vonage ae | the office of the court 

er they had beén sworn in and add- 

d that in January, 1871, he was elect- 
ed to the clerkship. 


Mr. Carson’s Address. 


Mr. Carson was the honor guest of 
the convention. He arrived in Savan- 
nah this morning and was met bv a 
committee that escorted him to Tvbee. 
His talk lasted for the greater part of 
two hours, but was of such a nature 
as to keep his hearers at rapt atten- 
tion during the whole time. The Phil- 
adelphian opened by eXpressing his ap- 
preciation of the invitation to address 
the Georgia bar, one of the oldest in 
the United States, hé said, and one 
that was some twelve yedrs the senior 
of the ‘bar of his state. 

The talk was, for the most part, con- 
fined to the precedent of law, begin- 
ning at the time the precedent was 
established, tracing it along step by 
step to the present judicial system. 

The speaker first traced the history 
of the doctrine of precedent, giving 
consideration in interesting terms to 
the preliminary conditions existing 
during the times of Henry ITI. and 
Henry ITI., of England. Mr. Carson 
then took up an outline of the doc. 
trine itself, summing up the results 
in conclusion. The conditions in the 
United States relative to the judiciarv 
system, were compared with those of! 
England. Mr. Carson pointing out that 
the United States has forty-seven 
states and thé further subjection of 
a federal constitution to contend with, 
while in England there was onlv the 
one countrv., He said the United 
States, however, had inherited its com- 
mon law as a basis for the system of 
which binds into jurisprudence the 
several states. 

Mr. Alston’s pander was the third that 
had taken up the subject of lynching. 
President Owens, in his annual message 
touched on this subject and during the 
afternoon it was made the main part of 
a paper by Luther Z. Rosser, of Atlanta. 

Government and Lynching. 

Mr. Alston made it known that the 
constitution of the United States pro- 
vided for the protection of the negro, 
inasmuch as it prohibited the taking 
of erorers , or life without due process 
of law e cited many authorities in 
support of-his points, his chief contén- 
tion was that it. is the power of the 
government to put a_ stop to the great 
evil, pointing out that as the federal 
constitution guarantees the rights of 
the citizens fomtheir property and lives 
over the states, thus when a prisoner 
is taken from a jail or officer he con- 
sidered it an act of the state and the 
federal government has the legal right 
to step in and put a stop to such acts.

craft, that another battleship of the 
same class was believed to have been 
sunk by gunfire, that one battle cruiser 
had been blown up and two others 
damaged and that a submarine also 
had been sent to the bottom. 

Great Britain’s admitted loss in ton- 
nage was 114,810 for the six battle 
cruisers and cruisers. That of Get- 
Many, excluding the tonnage of the 
Wiesbaden, of which vessel there is no 
record, was 16,712. The tonnage of the 
capital ships sunk by the Japanese in 
their fight with the Russians in the 
battle of Tsushima in May, 1905, ag- 
gregated 93,000. Twenty-one Russian 
craft were destroyed in this fight, in- 
cluding six battleships and four cruis- 
ers. The re nder of the sunken craft 
comprised coast defense and special 
service vessels and torpedo boats. 


CASUALTIES 


That the casualties in the fighting. off 
Jutland were heavy is indicated by the 
fact that of the crew of some 900 on, 
board the Indefatigable only two men 
are. known to have been saved. Full 
details of the fight, in which Zeppelins 
are declared to have taken part, are 
being gathered by the British admiral- 
ty, and pending their receipt the censor 
is withholding permission to corre- 
spondents to send out stories from 
London, 

The official announcement of the sea 
fight was given out at the govern- 
ment’s official press bureau at 7 o’clock 
yesterday evening, and spread with al- 
most unbelievable speed to the remot- 
est corners of the kingdom. 

The attitude of the public for the 
most part was of astonishment. The 
view had apparently ‘been very general 
that the German fleet would not dare 
risk a full-fledged engagement. 

A considerable crowd gathered at the 
admiralty headquarters hoping for 
some more definite news, but official 
sources yielded nothing beyond the 
brief official ‘bulletins. Nothing except 
the battle was -talked of in the hotel 
lobbies, the clubs, street cars and cafes. 
It was remarkable how the feeling of 
confidence in the great British fleet 
kept its hold on the populace despite 
the undeniably heavy losses chronicled 
in the official accounts of the fight. 
Everywhere the talk was not so much 
of the loss as of confidence in the fu- 
ture and a determination to prepare to 
carry on the struggle against Ger- 
many with increased force. 


BRITISH ADMIT LOSS 


OF AT LEAST 14 SHIPS. 
London, June 2.—The British public 
was given a painful shock tonight 
when the admiralty gave out a state- 
ment that in a naval Dattle in the 
North sea Wednesday afternoon the 
British battle cruiser fleet met the 


German fleet, with the result that 
three British battle cruisers were 
sunk, together with tnree cruisers and 
several destroyers, while six destroy- 
ers were still unaccounted for. 

The Indefatigable, the Invincible and 
the Queen Mary were the battle cruis- 
ers sent to the bottom by the Germans. 
The cruisers Defense, Black Prince 
and Warrior also were lost. The War- 
rior first was reported disabled, but 
subsequently it was announced that 
she had to be abandoned by her crew. 
‘The battle seems to have lasted 
through the afternoon and the follow- 
ing night. The German fleets’ losses 
are stated to have been serious. but no 
very definite information of these 
losses is afforded. One battle cruiser 
is, declared to have been destroyed and 
another severely damaged, while the 
belief is expressed that a large num- 
ber of German destroyers were dis- 
posed of. 

Following quickly upon the admir- 
alty announcement came the German 
official version of the fight, which in 
general confirmed the British account, 
but carried the claim that the battle- 
ship Warspite also was ‘sunk and other 
British battleships damaged. 

The German losses, according to the 
German version of the‘ battle, were 
the small cruiser Wiesbaden, sunk by 
gunfire, andthe battleship Pommern 
by a torpedo, while the cruiser: Frau- 
enlob and a number of torpedo boats 
are missing. 

The news was flashed in special edi- 
tions of e evening newspapers and 
caused eater consternation in the 
west end of London than has been wit- 
nessed on any previous occasion since 
the declaration of war. The frankness 
of the admiralty announcement con- 
cerning the serious nature of the Brit- 
ish losses and the apparently small 
losses of the Germans in comparison, 
led to the assumption in most minds 
that the British vessels must have been 
led into a mine field. 

The text of the admiralty’s announce- 
ment regarding the battle follows: 

“On the afternoon of Wednesday, the 
3ist of May, a naval engagement took 
place off the coast of Jutland. The 
British ships on-which the brunt of 
the fighting fell were the battle cruis- 
er fleet and some cruisers and light 
crujsers, supported by four fast_hat- 
tleships. Among these the losses were

The ex- 
act number of enemy desjfroyers dis- 
posed of during the acti cannot be 
ascertained with any certainty, but 
must have been large.” 


_ London, June 3.—An additional Brit- 
ish official communication, just issued, 
says: 
‘Since the foregoing communication 
was issued a further report has been 
received from the commander-in-chief 
of the grand fleet, stating that it has 
now been ascertained that our total 
losses in destroyers amount to eight 
boats in all. 

“The commander-in-chief also re- 
ports that it is now possible to form a 
closer estimate of the losses and the 
damage sustained by the enemy fleet. 

“One dreadnaught battleship of the 
kaiser class was blown up in an at- 
tack b British destroyers and an- 
other dreadnaught battleship of the 
kaiser class is believed to have been 
sunk ot d gunfire. Of three German bat- 
tle cruisers, two of which it is believed 
were the Derfflinger and the Lutzow, 
one was blown up, another was heav- 
ily engaged by our battle fleet and was 
seen to be disabled and stopping, and 
the third was observed to be seriously 
damaged.

GERMANS ADMIT LOSS 


OF SEVERAL WARSHIPS. 


Berlin, June 2.—(Via Wireless.)— 
Germany’s high sea fieet met the main 
part of the British fleet in battle in the 
northeastern section of the North sea 
on May 31. 

In the heavy engagement which fol- 
lowed the German tieet, according to 
a report issued by the German aami- 
ralty, sank the British ‘battleship War- 
spite, the British battle cruisers Queen 
Mary and indefatigabie, two armored 
cruisers, believed to be of the Achii- 
les type, and a large number of war- 
ships ot smaller tonnage. t 

Several other British battleships are 
reported to have been damaged, includ- 
ing the battleship Marlborough, which 
was struck by a torpedo. 

he German losses are announced 
as the battleship Pommern, sunk by a 
torpedo; the cruiser Wiesbaden, sent 
to the bottom by gun fire; the protect- 
ed cruiser Fraueniob reported missing, 
and several torpedo boats which diu 
not return to the port. 

The German admiralty statement 
adds that by observation it was estab- 
lished that a large number of British 
battleships suffered damage from the 
fire of the German big ships and the 
attacks of the torpedo boat flotilla. 

Several of the German ships rescued 
parts of the crews of the British ships 
which were sunk; they including, it is 
said, two men from the Indefatigable, 
the only survivors from that ship. 

The text of the German admiralty 
report, which is dated June 1, says: 

‘During an enterprise directed to the 
northward our high sea fleet on May 
31 encountered the main part of the 
English fighting fleet, which was con. 
siderably superior to our forces. 

“During the afternoon. between Ska- 
gerak and Horn Riff, a heavy engage- 
ment developed which was. successful 
for us and which continued during the 
whole night. 

“In this engagement, so far as 
known eg to the present, there were 
destroyed by us the large battleship 
Warspite, the battle cruisers Queen 
Mary and Indefatigable, two armored 
cruisers, apparently of the Achilles 
type, one small cruiser, the new flag- 
ships of the destroyer squadron, the 
Turbulent, Nestore and _ Alcaster, a 
large number of torpedo boat destroy- 
ers and one submarine. 

“By observation, which was free and 
clear of objects, it was stated that a 
large number of English battleships 
suffered damage from our ships and 
the attacks of our torpedo flotilla dur- 
ing the day engagements and through- 
gg: Pome night.

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TOBE HOTLY OPPOSED 


Sharp Disputes Mark Confer- 
ence of Rail Officials and 
Brotherhood Delegates. 


New York, June 2.—Every point in 
the demands made by the fowr leading 
organizations of railroad employees 
upon virtually all the rail lines of the 
United States for a basic eight-hour 
work day will be sharply contested, it 
became apparent here today at the sec- 
ond conference between the 19 officials 
representing the roads and the dele- 
gates of the labor organizations. Acting 
as spokesman for his associates, A. B. 
Garretson,, president of the Order of 
Railroad Conductors, read into the rec- 
ord the formal request for an eight- 
hour day and the supplementary de- 
mands of the men. 

As each clause was read, Elisha Lee, 
chairman of the railroad committee, and 
his associates asked questions designed 
to bring out its exact meaning. There 
were several sharp disputes as to pres- 
ent working conditions. 

The employees made it clear that in 
their demands for an eight-hour day 
they would not submit to ‘any reduc- 
tion in the present wage scale for nine, 
ten or more hours. 

It also was said the men were not 
anxious for overtime. One of the labor 
delegates asserted they would be well 
satisfied with eight hours work in 
every 24 

One of the most difficult points to 
settle, apparently, will be the eight- 
hour day as it applies to train crews. 
Freight traffic only is involved, with 
time to be based on length of run and 
mileage per hour. 

Mr. Garretson in his explanation of 
the clause affecting trainmen said that 
under the proposed system they would 


get 75 cents per hour for overtime in- 
stead of 40 cents as at present. He 
asserted that overtime is largely a 
controllable factor: wheh it becomes 
economic and that under the new sys- 
tem demanded the day’s pay would re- 
main virtually the same and that only 
the conditions of obtaining it will be 
changed. 

The question of paying “arbitraries” 
—waiting time between reporting for 
duty and going to work—resulted in a 
discussion led by Timothy Shea, of the 
trainmen. He explained that the de- 
mands of the men called for overtime 
on a run of 125 miles of ten instead of 
eight hours. In a 150-mile run, he 
said, overtime would not Ddegin until 
after 12 hours, and in a 200-mile run 
not until after 16 hours. In a 100- 
mile run or less the men want over- 
time after etght. hours. 

Discussion of the proposed hours of 
work and pay for overtime for switch- 
ing crews and the hostler forces also 
took up some time. Mr. Garretson ex- 
plained that conditions on various 
roads were not uniform and that the 
men wanted them standardized. It was 
asserted that switchmen who now are 
working on an eight-hour basis have

GAINESVILLE MAYOR 
AND COUNCIL CLASH 


Council Orders Disregard of | 
Mayor’s Instructions to 
Suspend Sentence. 


Gainesville, Ga., June 2.—(Special.)— 
A pretty question of municipal law and 
authority is involved in habeas corpus 
proceedings brought by Mrs. H. 
Quattlebeaum for the release of her 
son, Harry C., from the custody of the 
city after Mayor Rebertson had issued 
an order suspending a street sentence, 
which had been imposed a few days 
Previously, and which young Quattle- 
beaum was working out. The police 
had refuséd to obey the mayor’s order 
upon instructions from the council. 

The habeas corpus hearing was be- 
fore Judge Jones, of the superior court, 
and lasted for about two hours. The 
council contended that the mayor had 
exceeded his authority in issuing an 
order suspending sentence on young 
Quattlebeaum and five others serving 
out street sentences, and that to have 
allowed the police to have executed the 
order would have demoralized the pow- 
er of police protection. sf 

The mayor and council have dis- 
agreed on many matters in the past, 
but this sharp clash of authority has 
aroused keen interest on the part of 
everyone in the final outcome of the 
case, which was not decided by Judge 
Jones, as he withheld his opinion until 
June 10, releasing young Quattlebeaum 
on a $50 bond until that time. 

Judge Jones urged the mayor and 
council to get together in the mean- 
time and seek to settle their differ- 
ences for the well being of the city. 
Friction between the mayor and coun- 
cil, or at least the mayor and part of 
the council, has existed since the be- 
ae of this administration on Jan- 
uary 


Ordinance to Compel 
Street Car Sprinklers 
Beaten in Committee 


A resolution by Councilman W. H. 
Johnson requiring the Georgia Railway 
and Power company to install on the 
rear end of their cars street eprinklers 


was adverseéd by the street committee 
of council yesterday. The resolution 
carried with it a clause requiring the 
city to furnish the water for the pur- 
pose. 

Preston 8. Arkwright, president of 
the railway company, appeared before 
the committee and requested that the 
resolution be adversed. 

“The car company does not make the 
dust on the city streets and I don’t 
see why they should be required to 
pay for sprinklers to settle it. If our 
Cars caused it there might be some rea- 
son for the resolution.” 

“Mr. Arkwright,” asked Councilman 
Johnson, author of the paper, “this 
Plan is worked in several northern 
cities.” 

“That may be _ true, Mr. Johnson. 
There are many cities where the car 
companies are required to do a great 
many things, some of which are good. 
for the community. But all of these 
things can’t be lumped and one car 
company required to do them all.” 

“If the resolution were to be passed 
it would force the installation of an 
additional pump at the waterworks to 
take care of the situation, Mr. John- 
son,” said Councilman Ashley. 

“We might as well pass a resolution 
that all jitneys must come under the 
Same ruling,” said Councilman Mincey. 
“While we are getting one there is no 
use in slighting the other.” 


Grant Street Citizens 
Ask City to Help Pay 
For Paving Asessment 


Grant street property owners be- 
tween Glenwood and Georgia avenues 
appeared before the street commit- 
tee of council yesterday afternoon with 
the request that the original estimate 
for the wood block paving laid in this 
section of the street be allowed them 
as a basis of payment instead of the 
estimate now in force and on which 
their assessment bills are made. 

The original estimate called for the 
work to cost $2.64 per square yard. The 
present estimate, which is the one un- 
der which the bills for the work were 
submitted, is about $2.95 per square 
yard. This includes the 10 per cent 
allowed the contractors, Jamieson & 
Hollowell, on the total cost of the 
pavement. The increase was made by 
the committee and council following a 
court fight between the city and the 
streét railway company, in which the 
city tried to force the company to lay 
concrete foundations under their 
tracks.

FLUCTUATIONS IN SILVER. 


If the “14 to 1” principle had been 
adopted twenty years ago or s0, at the 
height of its agitation, silver money would 
today bear a substantial premium over gold. 
There have been times, too, when it would 
have been at a discount, but just now silver 
is up and on the continued upward trend. 

During 1915 silver was quoted in New 
York at an average price of around 50 cents 
an ounce. Since*the beginning of 1916 it 
has advanced to 72 cents, and promises not 
only to stay there, but to exhibit still fur- 
ther strengthening. 

With gold as the fixed standard of value, 
silver has exhibited some most remarkable 

uctuations the last thirty years. In 1882 
was worth $1.13 an ounce. From that 
time until 1904 there was a steady decline 
from year to year, with the exception of 
1896 and 1900, when slight strengthening 
was shown. Up to 1905, except as stated, 
several cents were topped off the market 
price every year. 

In 1904 silver sold at 57.2 cents an 
ounce; in 1905, at 60.4 cents; in 1906, at 66.8 
cents; in 1907, at 67.5; then there was an- 
other slump in 1908 to 52.9 cents. In 1912 
there was a rise to 60.8 cents, from which 
there has been a constant drop until the 
average for 1915 was 49.7 cents, the lowest 
market ever known. 

The jump to 72 cents an ounce since the 
beginning of 1916 is accounted for in sev- 
eral ways, all of which, reduced to last 
analysis, amount to increased demand coin- 
cident with’ a short supply. The Mexican 
mines have largely shut down owing to the 
upset conditions in that country, and a large 
part of the Australian product has also been 
cut off, probably due to war conditions. 
Practically every European country is 
hoarding gold and buying silver for sub- 
sidiary coinage. China will need 150,000,000 
ounces in connection with the standardizing 
of her monetary system. A revived de- 
mand is reported from India and South 
American increased demand is a minor, but 
considerable, factor in the situation. 

Silver, now higher than it has-been since 
1893, some 23 years ago, will continue to 
command high prices, according to market 
authorities, even after the European war. 
Belligerent countries, suffering from 
strained credit, will seek relief, it is pre- 
dicted, in the increased use of silver coin- 
age; and some even have it that there will 
be a renewed concerted movement for 
bimetallism. 

Naturally, the longer the war continues, 
the more will conditions accumulate to 
boost the silver market, and even higher 
prices than the record of today may be an. 
ticipated. Any European tendency toward 
bimetallism as the result of war debt and a 
desire for the relief it might bring in the 
matter of their liquidation, would necessa- 
rily further impair their credit, especially if 
the United States continued to stick to the 
gold standard, which it is practically certain 
to do. 

While world conditions will perhaps 
continue to favor the high price of silver 
for several years to come, the fact and the 
tendency will operate to strengthen the 


‘commercial position of the United States so 


long as its money system continues to rest 
just where it is.

Take Away Pardoning 
Power From Governor 


Editor Constitution: I have enjoyed read- 
ing your recent editorials in regard to the 
lynching record that Georgia has and is 
making. The extracts from other papers and 
the letters from private citizens, published 
in your paper, I have read carefully. 

In trying to destroy the tendency to com- 
mit a crime, the criminologist, if he is a 
scientific one, tries to find the cause that 
creates and promotes the crimina] tendency. 
In dealing with the lynch problem, the wis- 
dom of the scientific criminologist should be 
used. ‘ 

In’ order to solve the lynching problem in 
Georgia, we must first consider the causes 
of lynching. 

There are too many pardons being grant- 
ed by the governors. When a desperately 
wicked and hellish crime has been commit- 
ted, the entire business of the criminal’s 
lawyer is to get a Hife sentence for the 
criminal. The criminal is sent to the _peni- 
tentiary, where he usually. stays three or 
four years or a little more, and some s0v~ 
ernor is led to pardon the criminal by po- 
litical or other motives. The pardoning of 
these criminals disgusts the people. So, 
when a desperate crime has been committed, 
the people do not wish to trust the courts, 
the people give the criminal the punishment 
that they think he need§S. You fellows that 
want to blot the lynchings from Georgia’s 
fair name, you must eliminate the causes of 
these lynchings, and they will stop auto- 
matically! 

The first way to eliminate the cause of 
sO many pardons is to take the. pardoning 
power away from the governor and prison 
commissioners. If a man is guilty of a 
crime let the law take its course. 

The second wey to prevent so many lynch- 
ings is prevent justice being defeated by 
the use of frivolous and disgusting techni- 
calities, which too often make our trials 
mere mockeries of justice. 

The people in Georgia are not bad. They 
have lost faith in their officials. Let those 
officials prove that they intend to carry out 
the intention, spirit and meaning of the law, 
and then the lynch problem will be solved.

Rev. R. G. Smith Discusses 
Ex-Governor Brown’s Card 


Editor Constitution: The card published 
in your issue of June 1 treats of some very 
interesting matters. Especially will many 
citizens of Georgia be rejoiced that the ex- 
governor is at last joining the ranks of 
those who believe that we need a campaign 
against Iynch law and all other forms of 
law breaking. It is certainly to be hoped 
that our candidates for the governorship 
will soon give us some practical suggestions 
as to* how to deal more efficiently with the 
problem of lawlessness. Many citizens are 
beginning to fear that all the candidates in- 
tend to give us are glittering generalities 
and powerless platitudes. If the governor 
should have more power in order to prevent 
law breaking, in the name of patriotism let 
these distinguished men who seek to be 
elected governor say so, and the people will 
give the governor the needed power. It is 
no time for squeamishness. One gentleman 
who is in the race intimated to the writer 
that no candidate for an office could, with- 
out embarrassment, ask the people to in- 
crease the powers of that office. This is 
exaggerated delicacy. The embarrassment 
that is involved in asking for this increase 
of powers is certainly trifling when compared 
with that with which the governor, as well 
as every jpatriotic Georgian, must suffer 
when the recent sad record of our state in 
the matter of law breaking is contemplated. 
The governor of Georgia should be a power- 
ful personal force and not a polite and placid 
figure-head. If we need to change the 
constitution to this end, the sooner we start 
the better. 


Governor Brown and the North Georgia Con- 
ference. 

In the reminiscential part of Governor 
Brown’s card he pours the vials of his wrath 
upon the ‘North Georgia conference for the 
temperance resolution they passed in 1912 
at the session in Carrollton. The ex-gover- 
nor is in error (as he is a Baptist and not. 
perhaps, well acquainted with the polity of 
the Methodist church) in thinking that the 
North Georgia conference is composed only 
of “zealous preachers.” In fact, the resolu- 
tions condemning him for his veto of the 
Tippins bill was signed by ten laymen and 
one preacher. 

But the ex-governor does the North Geor- 
gia conference an injustice in supposing that 
he was condemned by it for keeping his 
pledge to the people. They certainly did 
not wish him to go finally ‘‘to the lake which 
burneth with fire and brimstone,” to which 
he refers, because of breaking his sacred 
pledge to the people of Georgia. 

What the conference had in mind, no 
doubt, was the character of that pledge. A 
referendum clause simply would have meant 
delay, and useless delay. Who doubts that 
a decided majority of the white voters of 
Geors's favor stringent anti-liquor laws? For 
a number of years the liquor forces of the 
state have been filibustering to the limit of 
their shrewdness and endurance to prevent 
the will of the people from being carried out. 
It has all been in vain and today their lamen- 
tations are heard i the land. We have 
a law that the people approve and that Gov- 
ernor Harris signed and yet there has been 
no referendum vote to this good day. Ex- 
Governor Brown should be granted credit 
for sincerity in thinking the people wanted 
a referendum vote on prohibition, but he 
misinterpreted their wishes.

then disgracing several of our cities. What 
did you do about that, Governor Brown’ You 
did—nothing. It is fair to add that in doing 
nothing you did exactly what the other 
governors did about the matter—but never- 
theless, we had anarchy in Georgia and sev- 
eral city communities needed what Girard, 
Ala., is having administered now, that is, 
a drastic dose of martial law. Is it not 
true that the governor swears to enforce 
the laws? Isn’t he the high sheriff of 
Georgia? If so, then don’t be too hard “on the 
zealous preachers” and laymen of the North 
Georgia conference who called your atten- 
tion to your inaugural oath and urged you 
to carry it out. In so doing they had your 
and official welfare in mind and 
were seeking to keep you far, very far, 
from the lurid lake to which you refer, in 
which “whosoever loveth and maketh a lie”

CITY ATTORNEY JAMES L. MAYSON. 
TELLS HOW PEOPLE MAY INITIATE 
- MOVEMENT FOR CHARTER REFORM 


Citizens interested in charter revision 


suggested to The Constitution Friday that 
the initiatory move tor a better city charter 


be made by the people and inquired just 
what steps would have to be taken. 

City Attorney James L. Mayson, when 
asked how such a move could be inaugurated 
by the people, prepared a written resolution 
in the form necessary for action by council. 

It will require a petition signed by 10 
per cent of the registered voters of the city 
to force council to take action on the: matter 
of charter reform. When this petition is 
Signed a resolytion must then be introduced 
asking for the appointment of three commit- 
tees from the public-at-large, the appoint- 
ment to be made by the mayor. 


The resolution form as prepared by the 
city attorney follows: 


Atlanta, Ga., June 2, 1916. 
To the Honorable Mayor and General 
Council of the City of Atlanta—Gentle- 
men: The undersigned registered voters 
of the city of Atlanta represent that 
the total amount signed (when this pe- 
tition is filed) is 10 per cent of the num- 
ber of voters found on the registration of 

the last preceding municipal election. 


The undersigned request the passage 
of the following resolution, to-wit: 

“Be it resolved by the mayor and gen- 
eral council of the city of Atlanta, That 
three separate committees, each consist- 
ing of twenty-five in number, be appoint- 
ed by the mayor from the citizens-at- 
large, residing in the city of Atlanta, 
each committee to prepare a charter rep- 
resenting the different views of munici- 
pal government now being discussed, and 
that when the proposed charter is pre- 
pared the mayor and general council of 
the city of Atlanta will undertake to 
submit same to a vote of the people; the 
one receiving the largest vote shall 
thereafter be submitted to the general. 
assembly of Georgia for passage and the 
mayor and general council pledge them- 
selves to urge upon said general assem- 
bly favorable action upon said proposed 
charter. 

Mayor Woodward was asked if he would 
support such a resolution. He replied: “Cer- 
tainly. I would give it my support by all 
means. It is something I haye been work- 
ing for for several years. But I still stick 
to the statement that there is not so much 
need for a charter revision as for members 
of council who will observe the one we now 
have. And if a new charter is granted men 
must then be elected who will adhere to its 
provisions.”

Why the Georgia Prohibition 
Law Was Not Framed to Stop 
Absolutely Shipping of Liquor 


Editor Constitution: I have been inter- 
ested for some time in your editorials and 
news items on the subject of prohibition. 
Some time ago, after reviewing the shipping 
law you asked the question why the legisla- 
ture did not pass a real prohibition law; one 
which would absolutely prohibit the ship- 
ment into Georgia of any liquors at all. 

Let’s see why: Congress, in the Webb- 
Kenyon act, divests, to some extent at least, 
itself of the héreétofore exclusive right and 
control of interstate shipments of liquors by 
Providing that it shall be unlawful for any 
oe to ship or transport contrary to the 
aws of any state any of such liquors. This 
- I understand the law, permits the states 
~ ee the shipments and transportation, 

ut does not allow prevention of shipments 
and .transportation. So in making the prohi- 
bition law we tried to comply with congres- 
sional law and not run counter to it. 
Oyo ot the right to regulate shipments, 
. ot the right to prevent them. I remem- 
er distinctly at the session of the state sen- 
ate last Sumnier that some of the “drastic” 
prohibitionists wanted to write the law 80 
that none at all could be shipped. Notwith- 
standing the fact that J am classed with the 
a prohibitionists, and of which I admit 
a I had to oppose this effort.

GEORGE THE THIRD. 
By GEORGE FITCH 
Author of “At Good Old Siwas'" 


Tomorrow will be the birthday of George 
III., a wholly estimable gentleman who ruled 
England with great pains and care for sixty 
years and gave the greatest republic in the 
world its start in life—and all he got for it 
was the hoarse hoot from posterity and a 
permanent place among the famous ivory 
domes of history. 

King. George came from a bad family, 
though society was kind to them and for- 
gave their faults when requested to do so 
by the police. When the first two Georges 
died, the citizens of England had to hire 
experienced mourners to weep for them. 
George the Third was honest and patriotic, 
however, and used to come down to the office 
at 7 a. m. and work all d®y trying to puzzle 
out some paper that a cheap lawyer could 
translate in ten minutes. He introduced into 
royalty the custom of heing faithful to one’s 
wife, and declared often and in no uncertain 
terms that he would esteem it a pleasure 
and privilege to die for his country at any 
time. His extereme dilatoriness in doing so, 
however, caused much criticism and clouded 
his fame in England. 

King George came to the throne in 1760 
and began having trouble for a steady diet 
a few minutes afterward. He was a man of 
very few ideas, but they were rooted into his 
head like wisdom teeth, and were even harder 
to extract. All through his reign, cabinets 
and parliaments pulled and hauled on these 
ideas, while George clutched his royal throne 
and shrieked with pain and woe. One of 
his firmest ideas was that the American 
colonies had no business to bother themselves 
about taxes, manufacturing or government. 
He clung to this idea with extraordinary 
tenacity, and still had it in 175v. But he 
did not have the colonies. 

King George struggled for fifty years 
with his aching but deep-rooted ideas, while 
the statesmen of England tried to extract 
them without gas. He was one of the finest 
old stand-patters in history, but his firm- 
ness proved his ruin. His prime ministers 
damaged his mind while trying to get the 
ideas out of it, and for the last twenty years 
of his life, poor George wrestled with state 
problems in his lucid intervals and with a 
strait-jacket the rest of the time. 

King George reigned sixty years, preak- 
ing all English wecords, and should be ad- 
mired by all Americans for his stupid hun- 
esty. For if he had consented to buy off the 
colonies with a few promises and a littie 
privilege now and then, the British flag 
might still be waving from New York to 
Sen Francisco and we would have tu wear 


cluthes of English design and workmanship. 
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U. S. Naval Officers, on In- 
formation at Hand, Will 
Not Hazard Statement as 
to Which Fleet Won. 


Washington, June 2.—Naval officers 
and members of the congressional 
naval committees were eagerly await- 
ing tonight details of the naval battle 
between the German and British fleets. 
The meager reports established beyond 
question that it was the most impor- 
tant naval engagement of the war. 

Lacking knowledge of the object 
sought by the German fleet, officers 
here would not hazard statements as 
to where victory rested. While the 
British suffered the loss of more ehips, 
according to the official statement of 
both sides, if they parried an attempt- 
ed raid and drove a considerable fleet 
back to base without its having come 
in sight of the English coast, they 
could claim success, it was thought. 
On the other hand, if the movement 
of the German fleet wae only an ex- 
ercise cruise or an attempt to lure the 
enemy into a trap, apparently the vic- 
tory was theirs. 


. Leecation of Battle. 


The location of the. fight threw no 
light on these questions. It occurred, 
according to the official statements, at 
some place north of Horn Reef, off the 
lower coast of Denmark. Presumably 
the German fleet came out of Wil- 
helmshaven and returned to that port. 


Some officers thought it possible that * 


scouting aircraft had located the Brit- 
ish battle cruiser squadron off the Dan- 
ish coast. The British statement says 
the battle cruiser, light armored cruis- 
ers and light cruisers bore the brunt 
of the engagement. It also indicates 
hazy weather. Under these conditions 
it was thought possible the German 
commander saw an opportunity to 
swoop down on the British force with 
battleships to’ outmatch the battle 
cruisers before a supporting force of 
British battleships could come to their 
aid. The fact that the German pre- 
dreadnaught Pommern was sunk shows 
that the Germans had battleships with 
them. 

Running Fight Down Coast. 

When the four fast battleships sent 
to support the lighter craft reached 
the scene, according to this view, the 
Germans decided to draw off to Wil- 
helmshaven and a running fight down 
the Danish coast ensued. 

Neither official statement tells us 
how. the British battle cruisers were 
lost, whether by gun fire, mines or 
torpedoes. Nor do they state definitely 
which fleet was compelled to draw off. 
The British statement says the Ger- 
mans avoided prolonged action with 
the main British force. Officers point- 
ed out, however, that the German state- 
ment reported that survivors of one 
of the sunken British battle cruisers 
were picked up by German ships. This 
was taken as an indication that the 

G ans were advancing rather than 
Oring at that time. 

The battle has not materially effect- 
ed the relative strength of the fleets, 
according to the view of American offi- 
cers. The German admitted. losses do 
not represent a serious curtailment of 
her sea fighting force. While the Brit- 
ish losses are much greater, they have 
a@ greater reserve strength and the 
loss of three battle. cruisers, two of 
which were comparatively old, is not 
thought to have weakened the naval 
preponderance of the allies in any se- 
rious degree. 


Accuracy of German Reports. 


Officers noted the accuracy of the 
German reports of damages inflicted 
upon the British fleet, comparing it 
with the list of ships admitted by the 
British to have been sunk. The Brit- 
ish statement, it was said, did not dis- 
close the same degree of observation or 
knowledge of the opposing forces, al- 
though it is possible the British ad- 
miralty did not choose to give out its 
atatement with all available details in 
that respect. 

Applying the first lessons of the en- 
gagement to American naval prepared- 
,ness, some officers insisted that de- 
tails of the fight would demonstrate 
the necessity of adding at least two 
dreadnaughts to the naval bill before 
it is signed by the president. They 
expected a clear indication that dread- 
naughts are the indispensible element 
of any fleet. The navy bill passed the 
house by overwhelming vote while 
the news of the fight was coming over 
the wires. It carries five battle cruisers 
and no battleships, but officers hope 
the heavier craft will be added by the 
senate.

Baseball Uniforms. 


The first baseball game in which any 
of the players wore uniforms was pull- 
ed off just sixty-five years ago today, 
June 3, 1851, when tthe New York 
Knickerbockers, the pioneer ball club, 
played the Yorkville Washingtons. The 
Knickerbocker players created a great 
sensation by appearing on the field clad 
uniformly in white shirts and blue 
trousers, with straw lids covering their 
domes. Cheers, hoots and  cat-calls 
greeted their appearance, for the uni- 
forms were a complete surprise, and 
were publicly worn for the first time 
at that game. The Washingtons; like 
all other clubs up to that time, were 
garbed in plain citizen's clothing. The 
idea made a great hit, and within a 
year all the important clubs were wear- 
ing uniforms. Long trousers were 
worn up to 1868, when the Cincinnati 
Red Stockings pulled off another inno- 
vation by adopting short “pants.” The 
Reds in that year wore caps, and their 
sartorial outfits established a precedent 
which has been followed to this day,

New York, June 2,—(Special.)—On May

12.39. On June 1 we find them selling at 
12.69, 30 ts net advance in one month. 
In the meanwhile October has sold as high 
as 13.39 and some, if not a great. deal, of 
the cotton bought above the 13-cent level 
by the bulis is laid away in cold storage 
with a loss in it. The bull campaign start- 
ed on May 1 and the reason then given for 
it was a quick peace and a poor crop pros- 
pect. These two factors brought enough 
buying power to congest the contract mar- 
ket for a time, but on June 1 the prospects 
of peac rere less bright and the crop 
prospeq uch better than a month ago 
and @ again the market seems to want 
to tak®@a look at the real factors in making 
prices, namely, supply and demand, and 
the supply shows but little shrinkage, while 
the demand se@ms nearly to have filled its 
urgent wants and from a speculative stand- 
point it looks like today’s prices show a loss 
to those who have bought cotton at the 
bottom and against at the top. The liqui- 
dation of thie long cotton (contracts) will 
do less harm to the farmer if it is accom- 

lished before his new crop begins to move. 

f it remains stubborn until that crop does 
start, however, it will be a continuous 
competitor with the spot article. Until this 
contract market is purged of its long in- 
terest and until the old remnant of previ- 
ous crops has been sold and spun into 
cloth no bull campaign can be successful 
without a violent stimulus such as a crop 
disaster or a return of peace. Present levels 
for cotton are not low enough to provoke 
investment buying and as a matter of fact 
investment buying does not consume cot- 
ton, it merely delays its marketing until 
consumption can outstrip preduction.

CHICAGO STAPLES 
STILL DOWNTURNED 


Announcement of Heavy 
Losses by British Navy 
Caused Sharp Break in 
Wheat and Provisions. _ 


Chicago, June 2.—Announcement of 
heavy losses by the British in a naval 
battle with the Germans caused a sharp 
break today in the value of wheat. 
Prices closed weak, 2@2% to 2%c net 
lower, with July at $1.03% @1.03%, and 
Septemyber at $1.05%. Other leading 
staples, too, underwent a setback—corn 
2@% to %c, oats \% to K*@%ec and 
provisions 10 to 57 %c. 

Although the wheat market had been 
tending downward from the outset of 


trading, it was not until news came of 
the battle in the North sea that prices 
began to descend in earnest. Where be- 
fore the selling had been somewhat of 
& scattring character, a general rush to 
the bear side now ensued. The popular 
theory was that one consequence of 
the battle would be to bring about a 
renewal of peace talk, and thus have 
at least temporarily a depressing effect 
on wheat prices whether peace was ul- 
timately brought nearer or not. Under 
such conditions, the market showed no 
power to rally and with unabated liqui- 
dation, short selling and lack of sup- 
port finished at about the lowest prices 
reached. 

Weakness of quotations at Liverpool 
was chiefly responsible for early de- 
clines in the wheat market here. The 
chief reasons given were that arrival 
of supplies in Great Britain had been 
on a large scale and that abundant re- 
ceipts were likely to continue as huge 
stocks were pressing for an outlet in 
several countries and as the 1916 har- 
vest had already begun in the United 
States, all such factors were lost sight 
of, however, when word was received 
of the encounter in the North sea. 

Corn receded only to a small extent 
as compared with wheat. Bears were 
cautious On account of the lightness of 
receipts and owing to improved ship- 
Ping call in the southwest. 

Oats, like corn, held relatively firm. 
Estimates were current that acreage 
reductions this season would cut down 
the crop 25 per cent from last year’s 
total. 

Provisions sympathized with the 
break in wheat. The market also was 
bearishly affected by the big warehouse 
stocks here and elsewhere in the west.
